BYLAWS COMMITTEE FINDINGS 



There was a committee that reviewed the 
DARC Bylaws to determine any updates that 
needed to be recommended. 

This committee consisted of KD5RYM Dave, 
KE5ICX Tom, KE5PHX Bob, and KA5TXL 
Larry. 

The committee determined there should be 
better bookkeeping in the area of membership 
classification but this was not a bylaws change; 
just better controls. 

The committee determined that the bylaws 
were in good order but did make the following 
recommendation for update to the bylaws: 
Update on Bylaws and recommendations to be 
voted on during the July General Meeting: 

Article IX - Quorum 

For regular and special meetings the presence 
of fifteen (15) percent of the voting 
membership shall constitute a quorum. 

Recommend change to: 

1) For regular and special meetings the 
presence often (10) percent of the 
voting membership shall constitute a 
quorum. 
Accept Recommended Change 

Yes No 

The committee felt this was a necessary 
recommendation in order not to have to close a 
meeting due to not have the 15% of 
membership present to have a meeting. 

The bylaws stipulate there must be 15% of 
membership present to have a meeting or the 
only business that can be taken care of is to 
elect new members. (Example: Currently, to 
have a meeting we need 21 members present. 
Under the proposed change there would only 
have to be 14 present.) 

There have been numerous times we have had 
to delay the start of the meeting due to waiting 
on that magic extra member to show up. 
You must be present at the meeting to vote and 
a current member.
